In July five years ago Cape Playhouse 
patrons first ‘met’ Murial Williams— 
playing a small part in the Fred Stone 
starring vehicle LIGHTIN’. Since then 
Miss Williams has rolled up a most im- 
pressive record in Dennis—her present— 
and first starring role—being her twenty- 
ninth local appearance. Following an in- 
tensive dramatic school training Murial 
Williams made her professional debut in 
Boston with the Hub company of Elmer 
Rice’s drama LEFT BANK, following 
which she made road appearances in such 
hits as THE FRONT PAGH, BRIEF MO- 
MENT, GHOST TRAIN and numerous 
other hits, including CHILING ZERO 
with Mary Young. 

Miss Williams’ Broadway debut was a 
most auspicious one—for she was select- 
ed from countless applicants for an im- 
portant role in the Moss Hart-George S. 
Kaufman smash hit MERRILY WE 
ROLL ALONG, which filled Manhattan’s 
beautiful Music Box Theatre for many 
weeks. Following this play Miss Williams 
spent a summer at the famous Millbrook

Two weeks ago we wrote our first 
column for this program—a few observa- 
tions we made on our trip east—we wrote 
that column in a hurry and we skipped 
a lot we'd like to have said—and this 
week we'd like to fill in a few gaps— 
our own idea—and our Editor’s—for it 
seems that a few of. you nice people 
wrote in and said you’d like it! 


Of course we saw more of America on 
that trip East than we could write about 
—fifteen thousand Naval recruits at 
Great Lakes Training Station—the flower 
of Canadian’s manhood learning to fly 
American-built planes in Canadian train- 
ing centers—under the supreme com- 
mand of Air Marshal “Billy” Bishop— 
greatest ‘Ace’ of World War I—these 
and many other inspiring scenes. But 
during the past year—yes—long before 
Pearl Harbour—we saw many things in 
these United States that made us realize 
what it took a long time for Britain to 
realize—that this is the “People’s War’— 
that no longer is the brunt of the job to 
fall upon our Armed Forces. (You’ve giv- 
en up your car—haven’t you, Mr. Smith?) 


At last we’ve come to the realization 
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that the Atlantic is just as narrow as a 
twelve bomber flight makes it—(You’re 
doing eight hours a week at a report cen- 
ter aren’t you, Mrs. Jones?) New taxes 
are making us think aren’t they—and 
we’re finding it increasingly difficult to do 
our marketing as we used to. (Sorry Mrs. 
Brown—no more canned dog food—in fact, 
Mrs. Brown, it’s going to be a lot more 
than reaching for the can Opener when 
dinner time approaches!) Are we getting 
discouraged about it? Are we beginning 
to crack—and feel that we can’t “take 
it?’ I don’t think so. 


There’s a new song in America today— 
a song that is lifting up the hearts and 
spirit of every man, woman, and child 
from coast to coast—(yes, Mr. and Mrs. 
America—it’s a children’s war, too!). 
That song is not yet on paper—there are 
no lyrics. which we can learn overnight— 
and there’s no definite melody—but maybe 
its title is “WE CAN!—WE WILL—WE 
MUST!” If you’ve heard a famous Sym- 
phony orchestra you know what we mean 
by “Orchestration” It’s the complete and 
perfect blending of a large number of in- 
struments of brass—wood—and strings 
with the result of supreme harmony. 
That’s what we’ve seen and heard in 
America during the past year. We wish 
you could have heard all those sounds— 
we wish we could bring them to you in 
this column. 





A few of them are coming back to us 
now—the whirr of the machines at the 
Lockheed plant in Califcrnia—the sub- 
dued whistles of the convoys passing un- 
der the Golden Gate Bridge in San Fran- 
cisco Bay—the rattle of the machinery 
in the canning centers along the Columbia 
River in Washington—the constant grind- 
ing of the huge threshing machines in 
the Kansas, Wisconsin and Dakota wheat 
fields—the din of a thousand and more 
machines in the Ford, Chrysler, and Gen- 
eral Motors plant in and about Detroit— 
the cries of the beef auctioneers in Chica- 
go’s vast stock yards—the tramp of 
marching feet in Army camps—Naval and 
Marine stations—the screeching of thou- 
sands of planes diving—landing—taking 
offi—and circling in America’s Blue Heay-
